Jan. 25 will offer St. Louis and St. Louis coun- 
ty a chance to do something about the transit 
problem instead of merely talking about it. 


Nobody likes higher bus fares or less service. 
But St. Louis Public Service Co. is now seeking 
its ninth postwar fare increase. St. Louis 
County Transit Co. Is struggling as usual. And 
aside from angry protests when fares have gone 
up, or official trips to Jefferson City, next to 
nothing has been done to help the situation. 


Last March, the Metropolitan Transit Board 
of Freeholders offered its plan, and Jan. 25 was 
set as the date to vote upon it. Still very little 
has been done in city or county to interest people 
in the proposal, and in contrast with the outcry 
over fare increases, the apathy is remarkable. 


If the area really wants to do something about 
transit, January offers the opportunity. Hence 
it is essential that voters acquaint themselves 
with terms of the freeholders’ plan and also the 
likely objections to it. 

. . ° 

In the first instance the new plan proposes 
home rule in transit regulation. It would estab- 
lish a Metropolitan St. Louis Transit District, 
representing city and county, to regulate fares 
and service. This responsibility now belongs to 
the Missouri Public Service Commission in Jef- 
ferson City. 

Then the plan calls for a thorough, profes- 
sional study of the local transit problem by the 
District. The freeholders felt that they did not 
have the time or facilities for such a study, but 
quickly came to the conclusion that a competent 
and comprehensive review of that transit question 
offered the only hope for any answers to it. 

Those two points—home rule of transit and a 
public study of transit—are the basis of the 
freeholders’ plan. The real question for voters 
is whether they are satisfied to leave transit 
regulation in far-off hands and to leave the 
transit problem itself without even a study. 

Now, what about public ownership? Some 
opposition arising from fear of public ownership 
is as predictable as it would be misinformed. 
For what the plan says is: if, after its study, the 
District feels that public ownership is the only 
solution, then that question must be put separate- 
ly to the voters in city and county. 

Public ownership will not be the issue on 
Jan. 25. 

. © * 

The plan also contains stringent rules to keep 
the Transit District out of politics and on a bi- 
partisan basis, and to make it represent city and 
county fairly. There are elaborate precautions 
to prevent an unjust allocation of costs, if public 
ownership is ever accepted by the voters. 

Any project with so important a bearing on 
the area’s future is bound to be complicated. 
We intend to discuss the details of the freehold- 
ers’ plan between now and Jan. 25. 


Right now the amazing thing is the lack of 
public discussion. Few city or county government 
leaders have said Yes or No or anything at all. 

But the plan did not come from government 
or originate in politics in the first place. It came 
from the people, in the form of petitions for a 
transit board. The transit board held 36 meetings 
and did much hard work, and now it is up to the 
people to decide. 

After all this time it is apparent that the tran- 
sit problem will not just go away. It will stay 
with us until it is solved. The January special 
election offers the public the first ‘move toward 
a solution.

Mr. Vishinsky Gées Along 

As was foreshadowed by Mr. Vishinsky’s com- 
plaints that he had been misunderstood, the 
Soviet Union has conditionally agreed to discuss 
the American “atoms-for-peace” plan proposed 
in the United Nations. 

Mr. Vishinsky’s negative attitude had been 
widely construed as a negative attitude, but he 
now says everybody was mistaken. Moscow is 
ready to talk atoms-for-peace, and even ready to 
talk general disarmament, without first insisting 
upon a paper prohibition of atomic weapons. 

This is a gain of sorts even though the sad 
suspicion may arise that Mr. Vishinsky has made 
his concession primarily because he regards the 
atoms-for-peace scheme as involving no very 
serious commitment. And in truth the plan does 
seem like a small mouse to emerge from the 
mountain of talk that preceded it. 

Where President Eisenhower had spoken in- 
spiringly a year ago of an international atomic 
pool, the concrete plan now offered calls instead 
for a “clearing house.” That is to say, it is not 
to be a case of nations contributing atomic ma- 
terials and knowledge to a United Nations agency 
which would then apply those resources to peace- 


ful purposes wherever it thought they could do. 


the most good. Rather it is to be a case of na- 
tions making bilateral agreements with the 
agency under which the nation and not the 
agency would dispose of certain atomic resources. 

This all too visible shrinkage in scope and 
intention can only be deplored. The great genius 
of the President’s proposal was that it circum- 
vented the disarmament stalemate for the sake 
of making at least a start toward international 
enterprise in atomic development. Now the in- 
ternational aspect of the enterprise apparently 
has been ail but eliminated. pe 

Well, something is better, of course, than 
nothing. But little plans do not inspire, and the 
original intention of the President, as we under- 
stood it, was inspiration. 
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Fair Play in the Market Place 

Some strange results could have been brought 
about in the export market recently by the “play 
of the market place’ which Secretary of Com- 
merce Weeks once recommended so highly. Com- 
mon table sal would have been palmed off on 
buyers abroad as expensive dyes and chemicals 
if the United States Bureau of Foreign Com- 
merce had not been on the job enforcing the 
laws against chiselers. This is but one of many 
dodges to which an unscrupulous minority of ex- 
porters have been resorting since restrictions 
were eased on a wide variety of commodities, 
the Bureau reports. 

These enforcement activities recall vividly Sec- 
retary Weeks’s words in the battle with the Bu- 
reau of Standards over the bubbling battery ad- 
ditive AD-X2. “As a practical man,” said Mr. 
Weeks on that occasion, “I do not see why a 
product should be denied an opportunity in the 
market place,” : 

As a practical Bureau, the Bureau of Foreign 
Commerce does not see why it should permit an 
opportunity in the market place for ground-up 
juke-box phonograph records labeled plastic pow- 
der. That is another of the deceptions which it 
reports having frustrated. 

More than 90 per cent of American exporters 
are ethical, and tips from them have been major 
aids in tracking down the minority of offenders, 
the Bureau reports. They, like the Bureau, be- 
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lieve in the play of the market place only when 
it is fair play, and are determined to put a stop 
to it when it is foul play. 
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Wrong Place for Politics 

One additional fact needs to be borne in mind 
by the reader of David E. Lilienthal’s letter re- 
printed on this page today under the cartoon, 
And that is, that the “practices deemed essential 
to preserve” the non-political character of the 
Atomic Energy Commission in the Truman Ad- 
ministration, as mentioned by the former chair- 
man of that agency, have since been swept aside. 


The first of these practices, as mentioned by 
Mr. Lilienthal, was that the President “had noth- 
ing whatever to do with AEC’s contracts for 
power supply, for equipment, the location of 
plants or the employment of personnel.” Presi- 
dent Eisenhower had everything to do with 
AEC’'s signing of the Dixon-Yates contract to 
supply private power to the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, He arbitrarily ordered it by presiden- 
tial directive, against the best judgment of a 
majority of the Atomie Energy Commission— 
and against the best judgment of a majority of 
the TVA board of directors. 


‘The second of the practices mentioned by Mr. 
Lilienthal as essential to keeping AEC non-po- 
litical was that “all the commissioners joined 
in the AEC’s communications to the President” 
and “major policy discussions with the chief 
executive were almost invariably between the 
President and the entire commission.” 

In complete contrast, President Eisenhower has 
dealt almost exclusively with the chairman of 
AEC, Adm. Strauss, to the exclusion of the four 
other members, Adm. Strauss in addition to 
being chairman of AEC is atomic advisor to the 
President and “chief spokesman” of AEC—roles 
which have enabled him increasingly to sub- 
merge his fellow commissioners and exercise 
one-man rule. 

The consequent politicalizing of the AEC is a 
matter of deep concern to the entire country. 
“This is, in some ways, the most urgent and seri- 
ous question dividing the Republican Administra- 
tion and its Democratic opposition today,” writes 
James Reston, Chief of the Washington Bureau, 
in The New York Times. He concludes that “get- 
ting the AEC out of this mess is the first real 
test of the sincerity of the bipartisan pronounce- 
ments made by the leaders of both parties” since 
the Nov. 2 election. 
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Judgment on the Sheriff 

The state has made two of its 10 charges 
against Sheriff Mosley stick. He has been found 
guilty by a special commissioner of demanding 
and receiving a $500 reward for doing his duty, 
and of failing to suppress carnival gambling in 
St. Louis county. 

If the Missouri Supreme Court adopts the re- 
port of its special commissioner, the sheriff will 
be reprimanded, fined $500 and required to pay 
half the estimated $20,000 in court costs. 

Opinions may vary on whether the sheriff de- 
served to be ousted from office. While it is true 
that these were in the nature of first offenses, 
it also is true that he failed the people in each 
instance. In any event the important thing is 
that neither Mr. Mosley nor any future sheriff 
of the county will be in a position to offer a re- 
peat performance. The people themselves have 
stripped him of his law enforcement powers. 

They did this by adopting a Charter amend- 
ment at the Nov. 2 election under which a pro- 
fessional, non-political police force will be creat- 
ed in the county. By all odds this is the most 
important event to flow from the explosive 
barbecue thrown by the sheriff in June 1953. _ 

Whatever eventually happens to Sheriff 
Mosley, his dismal record should inspire the 
county to make its new police department a 
model of efficiency, an agency against which 
such charges as those lodged against the sheriff 
would be impossible. 
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Instead of Watering Down 

Senator-elect Case of New Jersey offers a re- 
freshing contrast to the Republican-pussyfooters 
in Washington when he says he stands by the 
position he took on Senator McCarthy last sum- 
mer. The position he took was that McCarthy 
ought to be stripped of his committee chairman- 
ships. Instead of trying to water down the cen- 
sure resolution by some sort of compromise, the 
G.O.P. leadership should be thinking of even 
stronger action. If McCarthy brought the Senate 
into disrepute, as the Watkins committee rightly 
found, temporizing with him will only comr-und 
the offense. 
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Jere Cooper for Daniel Reed 

President Eisenhower has withdrawn his cam- 
paign charges that “chaos” and “cold war” would 
result from the election of a Democratic Con- 
gress. But he owes a special and personal] dis- 
avowal to at least one member of Congress, Rep- 
resentative Jere Cooper of Tennessee. 

In a campaign speech carried over 218 TV sta- 
tions and 471 radio stations the week before elec- 
tion, Mr. Eisenhower said that in the event of a 
Democratic Congress being elected ‘a man would 
run the committee which handles your tax laws 
who supported the Administration on only 8 per 
cent of the issues on which the leaders of the 
two parties disagreed.” 

This statement referred to Representative 
Cooper, who will be chairman of the House 
Ways and Means Committee in the new Congress. 
And what was the first thing Representative 
Cooper did after election? He went to Geneva, 
where he promised the GATT conference on 
tariffs and trade that when Congress opens he 
will fight for the same tariff-reducing legislation 
which President Eisenhower is committed to. 

In the last Congress, the chairman of the 
House Ways and Means Committee was Repre- 
sentative Daniel Reed. Largely due to his influ- 
ence, Mr. Eisenhower was forced to give up his 
program for Reciprocal Trade Act extension. So 
in respect to tariffs; at least, the President seems 
to have gained, rather than lost, through the 
substitution of Mr. Cooper for Mr. Reed. 
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Stav That Departure

President Truman had nothing to do with agency's power con- 
tracts or anything else, always conferred with all members of 
commission, former chairman says; these measures were essen? 
tial to keep it out of politics, into which it is now plunged. 


A Letter to the Editor of The New York Times 


The author of the following letter 
was chairman of the Atomic Energy 
Commission from 1946 to 1950. He 
had been a member of the board of 
directors of the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority from its inception, in 1933, to 
1946, the last five years as chairman, 


The writer has been distressed to 
note that increasingly, during the past 
year or so, in the press, in public dis- 
cussions and in the public mind gen- 
erally the Atomic Energy Commission 
has come to be thought of, for the first 
time in its history, in terms of political 
affiliations or obligations of its mem- 
bers. 

On important matters, such as the 
verdict in the Oppenheimer case or the 
current issue over the Dixon-Yates pow- 
er contract, the 
conflicting views of 
the commissioners 
have been reported 
as if the AEC were 
a bipartisan body, 
organized on polit- 
ical lines, or even 
as an arm of the 
Administration in 
power. 

For example:

ident Truman) is now commonly iden- 
tified in the press as “a Republican 
member” or “an Eisenhower appointee” 
in contrast with Dr. Smyth, Mr. Zuck- 
ert and Mr. Murray, who were described 
as ‘the Democratic members,” as “the 
Truman holdovers” or in similar polit- 
ical terms.

David Lilienthal 
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An Undeliberate Change 


This has now come to be more than 
merely a matter of the terminology of 
public discussion and journalism. 

A fundamental transformation is in 
process in the very character of the 
body entrusted with the future of atom- 
ic science, the vast atomic industry and 
nuclear weaponeering. 


That the change does not appear to 
have been a deliberate one does not 
make the result any less disturbing, nor 
the potential consequences, in the 
writer’s opinion, less injurious to the 
national interest. 

It therefore seems relevant to re- 
call that Congress, in 1946, established 
the AEC as a nonpartisan, not as a bi- 
partisan, body. It was to be nonpolif- 
ical, not bipolitical. ; 

The members of the first commission 
were not appointed as Democrats or 
Republicans. 


The Democratic National Committee, 
Democratic members of Congress and 
President Truman, either as head of 
his party or as Chief Executive, had 
nothing whatever to do with AEC’s con- 
tracts for power supply, for equipment, 
the loeation of plants or the employ- 
ment of personnel. 


All the commissioners joined in the 
AEC’s communications to the President; 
major policy discussions with the Chief 
Executive were almost invariably be- 
tween the President and the entire 
commission. 


Such practices were deemed essen- 
tial to promote and preserve the in- 
tegral and apolitical character of the 
commission and of the enterprise itself. 


The establishment of a strictly non- 
political atmosphere in the AEC goes 
back to the very beginning: the nom- 
ination of the first commissioners. 


At his press conference in October 
1946, in which Pfesident Truman an- 
nounced the membership of the first 
AEC, a reporter inquired about the 
politics of the five men he had nom- 
inated. 


Five Above Politics 


Mr. Truman announced that he 
hadn't asked about their politics, that 
he wasn’t interested in knowing what 
party they belonged to. This was liter- 
ally true. F 

When President Truman asked me to 
become a member and chairman of the 
first AEC (in September 1946) he told 
me he had already designated two mem- 
bets, in addition to myself. He asked 
me to suggest the names of two other 
men to fill out the membership. This 
I did. 

Mr. Truman did not ask me about 
the political affiliations of the men I 
proposed (Robert F, Bacher and Wil- 
liam W. Waymack). Nor did I ask 
them any questions about their politics. 

In point of fact, on this first com- 
mission there were three men who in 
private life had been active and influ- 
ential Republicans: the present AEC 
chairman, Adm. Lewis L. Strauss, a 
close associate of former President 
Hoover; W. W. Waymack, editor of 
stanch Republican newspapers, The Des 
Moines Register and Tribune: Sumner 
T. Pike, then and now active in the Re- 
publican party of Maine, 


By Law, Not By Drift 


It certainly did not occur to anyone 
at the time the AEC came into being, 
in 1946, that a public body with such 
vast powers over the security, the 
science and the industry of the whole 
nation, operating largely in secret, 
should take into account the fact that 
its members had been appointed by a 
Democratic President nor that it should 
function as a bipartisan group of Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans. 


If the country and the Congress in- 
tend that the affairs entrusted to the 
AEC be administered on a_ political 
basis—i. e., be part of the Eisenhower 
and succeeding administrations, or con- 
duct its affairs as a bipartisan body— 
the issue should be faced frankly and 
the law changed to give effect to this 
conclusion. 

We should not, however, continue to 
drift into so momentous a change.

How to Cut the Butter Surplus

The average restaurant today serves 
one ninetieth of one pound of butter per 
person, per meal. An estimated 300,- 
000,000 meals are served daily by the 
netion’s eating establishments, using 
300,000,000 slivers of butter or a total of 
3,333,333 pounds. If these slivers were 


thickened to 60 portions per pound.

The Mountaineer dislikes to place the 
responsibility of the present butter sur- 
plus on restaurant operators, but there 
can be no doubt that it has developed 
as the size of the butter serving has 
gone down, and would vanish entirely 
if those operators cut a pound into 60 
instead of 90 slivers, or if their 
customers would demand a second help- 


Between Book Ends 
A Path of Adventure 


THE CHISHOLM TRAIL, by Wayne Gard. (U 
versity of Oklahoma Press, Norman, 296 pgs., 
$4.50). 

Like the author’s former work, “Fron- 
tier Justice,” the narrative moves rap- 
idly and holds the reader’s interest 
throughout. In 16 chapters the author 
traces the development of the Texas 
cattle industry to the late nineteenth 
century, describes the trailing of long- 
horns northward and westward along 
the Chisholm Trail and its feeders. 

A varied array of characters—cattle- 
men, cowboys, gamblers, police officers, 
desperadoes, and “ladies of easy vir- 
tue’”—march across the scene, but Jo- 
seph G. McCoy, the man of vision and 
enterprise, is the central figure. “Joe 

. the large man ... with a large 
brain and imagination, did not see 
cattle only; he saw a future. ... He 
built up a vast business when he 
opened the door and found a way to 
market the vast herds of Texas cattle.” 

The Chisholm Trail, beginning near 
the southern tip of Texas and pushing 
northward, across Indian Territory, and 
into Abilene, Kan., contributed mate- 
rially to the nation’s western expansion 
and economic development. 

The hazards of the long trail were 
many: Indian raiders and white rustlers, 
spring blizzards and cloudbursts, treach- 
erous crossings and quicksands, thun- 
dering stampedes. The author deseribes 
them dramatically and brilliantly. 

_ At the end of the trail, when the out- 
fit reached the Kansas cattle towns, 
the cowboys celebrated. Abilene and 
other cattle centers received the free- 
spending Texas cowmen with open arms. 
The saloons, dance halls, gambling 
houses and “dovecotes,” according to 
one contemporary, constituted a “melt- 
ing, roaring, flaming hell.” Life i: those 
rampaging days was extremely pre- 
carious and cheap. Marshals sent to 
arrest dangerous desperadoes were fre- 
quently shot down. 

The Chisholm Trail served as a link 
in the chain of the New Industrial Age 
in the period following the Civil War. 

The book is well written and the 
text is well documented. More than a 
dozen fuli-page illustrations, two maps, 
an excellent bibliography and an in- 
dex add much to its Value.

Heifetz, Oistrakh in Contest 


For Unofficial Violin Title 


LONDON, Nov. 15 (AP)—Two 
of the world’s violin masters 
will perform the same work in 
London shortly. Critics are play- 
ing a musical parlor game—who 
is the greatest living violinist. 

Jascha Heifetz of the United 
States is scheduled to play 
Tchaikovsky's Violin Concerto 
next Sunday. David Oistrakh of 
Russia is to perform the same 
work Nov. 25 at another hall. 

While it is acknowledged 
there are other great violinists, 
London’s attention is focused 
now on these two and the British 
press has labeled their perform- 
ances a battle of the titans. 

Even the artists themselves 
apparently are intrigued by this | 


opportunity for a comparison of 


their interpretations. They are 
reported to have made arrange- 
ments to listen to each other. 
Both are Russian-born. Heli- 
fetz, a 53-year-old native of Vil- 
na, went to America a genera- 


jtion ago. His fame has grown 
in many concerts. Oistrakh, 46. 
is a Russian legend but few out- 
side the Iron Curtain have heard 
him in person. 

Oistrakh gave a recital here 
last Wednesday night and re- 
ceived rapturous reviews from 
critics who previously had 
known his genius mostly from 
recordings. 

“His great reputation is well 
merited” said the London 
Times. He is “‘a supreme violin- 
ist,” said the Telegraph. 

“There is not a finer violinist 
in the world,” the Express critic 
‘said, “but I should pot care to 
Say, either, that there is a bet- 
ter violinist than Jascha Hei- 
fetz.” 

The Mail challenged Heifetz 
with these words: 

“Some rate Oistrakh the 
world’s finest fiddler.

OTTAGE cheese is a staple 
C tnt many of us keep on 
hand just as we do butter, 


sugar, flour and other materials | 


that are called upon every day. 
Perhaps the reason is that this 
is the first form of cheese given 


to children, and because of its. 


mild flavor it remains popular 
during school days. 

The most popular use of this 
form of cheese is as an acces- 
sory to a meal. The high pro- 
tein content is an asset, and the 
old-fashioned custom of offer- 
ing it with jams, jellies, honey 
and especially with apple but- 
ter is good. We might say that 
it is a concentrated form of 
milk from. which little more 
than the fat has been removed. 
It is almost always listed on a 
reducing diet schedule, 

There are certain recipes in 
which cottage cheese can be 
used as an ingredient. First 
of all, there is a sandwich fill- 
ing. For this we blend cottage 
cheese with other more highly 
flavored foods such as deviled 
ham, or a cheese of stronger 
flavor. Combined with the lat- 
ter, we can have a delicate 
souffle, or you may like to use 
it with scrambled eggs or an 
omelet. 


Cottage Cheese Souffle. 


Four egg yolks, two table- 
spoons melted butter or margar- 
ine, one and one-half cups cot- 
tage cheese, two tablespoons 
milk, three tablespoons flour, 
three-fourths teaspoon salt, one- 
eighth teaspoon pepper, one cup 
shredded sharp cheddar cheese, 
four egg whites, stiffly beaten. 

Beat together egg yolks and 
meited butter or margarine 
until well blended. Add cottage 


cheese, milk, flour, salt and 
pepper, and continue beating 
until well blended. Add _ to 
stiffly beaten egg whites and 


fold in cheddar cheese. Pour 
into 1%4-quart casserole and 
bake in slow oven (300 degrees 
F.) about 1 hour, Yield: Four 
servings. 

Cottage Cheese Scrambled Eggs 


One teaspoon salt, pepper, 
one-half cup milk, six eggs, one 
tablespoon butter or margarine, 
one-half cup cottage cheese. 

Add salt, pepper and milk to 
eggs and beat lightly. Melt 
butter in skillet and add egg 
mixture. Cook over low heat, 
Stirring until eggs are creamy 
and firm, but not dry. Gently 
fold in cheese and continue 
cooking over very low heat only 
until cheese is warm but not 
hot. Serve at once. Yield: Four 
servings.

‘Me, My Raft and the Sea’ 


Battle With Pain on Lonely Pacific 


| Author Tells of Illness Which Forced Him to Send SOS Signals Which Were Never Received

T was 6 o'clock, the time the 

days died with a sudden turn 

from light to deep gray, and 
then darkness. A slight pain 
touched my solar plexus, the 
tender nerve center. But I 
had spent three uneventful 
weeks at sea, and I passed it off 
to indigestion. 


I was wrong, as I was to find 
out in the hours just ahead, the 
hours that were to seem the 
longest of my life. I have no 
hesitation in saying I thought I 
would die. And yet to this day, 
I have not been able to learn 
exactly what ailment it was that 
crippled me. 

Cut loose from the Peruvian 
minesweeper San Martin, I had 
moved steadily ahead, accord- 
ing to plan. Averaging about 
50 miles a day, I had moved 
north with the Humboldt Cur- 
rent, then northwest and now 
west. Past the Gallapagos Is- 
lands, which lie 700 miles off 
the South American coast, my 
raft, the “Seven Little Sisters,” 
rode through the harsh seas. 

I spent the time getting used 
to my strange existence, I had 
to learn to live with the clouds 
and the stars, with the sea con- 
stantly roaring among the balsa 
logs. This was my whole world; 
it was al] I had. I had begun 
my test against the Pacific. 

I tentatively blamed the pain 
on the meal I had eaten an 
hour before—cereal and fried 
dolphin meat. But I had never 
had indigestion before. More- 
over, there was something pe- 
culiar about the feeling; it was 
as if a knot was being tied into 
my nerves or muscles. 

I took a little bicarbonate of 
soda and, about half an hour 
later, a little more and two 
aspirins. These seemed to help 
some. After about three hours 
the pain left entirely, and the 
event left my mind. 

The day had been a hard one; 
almost all my days of the voyage 
to Samoa were harsh. The 
weather was severe; it made 
steady demands on my strength. 
While I was going aloft to make 
some repairs, the ladder that led 
up the mainmast began to swing 
so violently and with such speed 
that it was a tossup whether I 
could hang on or would be 
thrown to the deck. I swung 
my arms inside the rungs and 
used my legs to strengthen my 
hold as best I could. While the 
raft tossed, I was gradually able 
to inch my way up, but it was 
difficult work and used up 
much of my strength. Under 
‘the burden of tasks necessi- 
tated by the heavy weather I 
could sleep little, and generally 
only on my feet. For to re- 
lax risked disaster. 

The next day also broke drab 
and stormy and I had to remain 
constantly alert. About 6 o’clock 
the pain suddenly came again. 
I waited for it to leave, as I had 
the night before. But this time 
I could not shake it. It in- 
creased, knotting my nerves and 
taking my strength. 

An hour passed. The deck 
was so rough — as on almost 
every day of the voyage—that I 
could not take a step without 
sighting a place for my foot to 
land. The pain grew worse; it 
was completely dark now. "An 
emergency was on me. It wasa 
critical step I took when I threw 
the lashings over the wheel, fas- 
tening it in place. I lay on the 
deck. The pain had robbed me 
of my power to stand, to work 
or to protect myself. Below my 
head, between the logs, I could 
hear the heavy waves clasing 
incessantly. 

I had never been sick in my 
life. Even when I had bones 
broken, I had never conceded 
I was in pain. Fortunately, I 
already had my raft rigged for 
stormy weather. I tried to fight 
it off, but the knot seemed to 

tighten. There was no letup. 

I waited for even a moment in 
which the pain would leave me, 
but it didn’t come. 

I would have to send an SOS; 
that would be my only salvation, 
I told myself. But I hesitated. 
A great many hopes—including 
my own—had been raised by my 
venture. But the day was he od 
ing and I was still in pain. 

Once, while working on the 
Galveston docks, I fell over 
backward into the hold of a 
freighter. My foot caught be-

tween two steel rails, leaving me 
dangling by only flesh and sin- 
ews, the bone broken, until my 
partners hoisted me clear. 

But now, 1000 miles out in 
the Pacific, was to be a far 
worse time—the worst hours of 
my life. I tried lying in all 
positions. I shouted—in the 
vain hope this would bring re- 
laxation. I took two aspirins, 
then 10 and finally 20. They 
did not help. The sea roared 
ceaselessly. 

I penciled a note on a piece 
of white paper and stuck it 
above the cabin door. It read: 

“Pain in solar plexus. After 
17 hours still in my sense, but 
think I am about finished.” 

I filled the cat Meekie’s bowl 
with evaporated milk, gave her 
all the fish I had, and untied 
her. I stuffed the parrot Eekie’s 
cage full of corn. I took some 
more aspirins and checked my 
pulse. The rate was a little 
high. My mind was clear. 

Now, back home in New York, 
the memory is vivid. The pain 
overcame me. To my mind 
came fantastic thoughts: the 
thin-bladed ‘fish knife is stuck 
above the door, and I would like 
to cut the pain out; the water 
is only a few feet from where 
I am lying, it would not take 
much effort to roll that far. 

I thought of my wife, too, and 
of how I had tried to insure my- 
self for the voyage. Lloyd’s of 
London had seemed like the 
most likely house to sell me a 
policy. But Lloyd’s had turned 
me down, writing: “‘We wish you 
the best of luck.” ,

FTER 18 hours I was beaten. 
Ai rigged up the transmitter 

and set the spring to send 
an SOS automatically. The set 
was of the kind with two han- 
dies which a man spins to cre- 
ate the power. The day had 
gone and it was dark again. 
Three separate times I sent the 
disaster warning. Later I learned 
that none of my messages was 
ever received. 

Sending the SOS signals had 
sapped my strength. I was not 
able to operate both the gener- 
ator and the transmitter key. I 
was fortunate that the tradi- 
tional disaster call could be sent 
automatically. Still, I had to 
spin the generator handles—and 
after one night, then a day, and 
now another night with the 
knot in my solar plexus, this 
caused severest strain. But the 
act was difficult for still another 
reason. 

Having built my raft and hav- 
ing already accomplished 1000 
miles of the 6400-mile journey, 
I suffered with the realization 
that the SOS signaled I was 
giving up. Any passing steamer 
or rescue ship dispatched from 
shore might be searching for me 
even now. At some moments, I 
knew I would have preferred to 
be found dead; at others I was 
overcome by fear that help 
could not possibly reach me in 
time. At still others contrary 
thoughts haunted me, and I 
worried that help would come, 
and this voyage I had planned 
for so long would be canceled 
as a failure. 

My consciousness slipped 
away. Sensations of sight and 
sound, even of the roaring sea 
and the wind, receded until they 
were only vague images. For

several hours—perhaps three— and a spoon outside my cabin. 


I lay on the. bamboo deck per- 
haps only half conscious. 

Then I awoke. I realized at 
once that the pain had vanished, 
although the region of the solar 
plexus was still very sore. Even 
without moving, I knew, too, 
that I was terribly weak: that, 
to move about, I would have to 
crawl. 

But as the two days before un- 
doubtedly had been the darkest 
of my life, I knew this was to be 
the brightest. One thought over- 
whelmed me: I could go on, and 
nothing must prevent it. As swift- 
ly as I could, I painfully made 
my way to the transmitter, be- 
side the door of my cabin.

Identifying myself by the call 
letters assigned me by the Peru- 
vian Government, 7HTAS—from 
“Siete Hermanitas,” Spanish for 
“The Seven Little Sisters’ — I 
messaged: “Don’t come. All's 
well.” Repeatedly I tapped the 
words on my key, spinning the 
generator with one hand, 

As I look back on it now, to 
have given up would have been 
the hardest blow of my life. 
Although the acute stage of the 
illness had passed, it left me 
very weak for weeks afterward. 
My weight gradually dropped 
from a normal 150 pounds to 
about 125. As the days passed I 
sometimes felt I was growing 
weaker instead of stronger. I no 
longer dared steal a look at the 
little mirror hanging in the cab- 
in—my temples had hollowed 
and my cheeks had sunk against 
my teeth. 

I could not have realized then 
that this battle, as all I was to 
experience, was a purely private 
one between me and the sea; 
that no one could hear my calls, 
since my radio transmitter was 
not functioning properly. At that 
time I did not know either that 
all the informative messages I 
sent daily would fall short of 
shore, and that I was to complete 
my 115-day voyage cut off from 
the rest of the world. 

I moved about the deck as 
best I could. I sang in snatches. 
I was drunk with a kind of joy 
that could come only at such a 
place and such a time. During 
my illness, I could not steer, 
and the raft had been wander- 
ing aimlessly. Now I must begin 
to regain the distance I had lost. 

I set out to recover my 
strength. This was vital. For 
even though I could perform 
many chores by crawling, I of- 
ten had to get to my feet, very 
slowly, taking care to make sure 
of my footing and hand grasps. 

I would think about some ab- 
solute necessary task for a long 
time before getting to my feet 
to do it, dreading it and trying 
to find means of avoiding it.

Ingredients: One-half cup 
grated process American cheese, 
one 3-ounce package cream 
cheese, one-fourth cup mayon- 
naise, one-half teaspoon salt, 
one-sixteenth teaspoon pepper, 
one envelope unflavored gelatin, 
one 3-ounce can sliced broiled 
mushrooms, two-thirds cup toma- 
to juice, one-half cup chopped 
green pepper, one-half cup chop- 
ped celery, one teaspoon minced 
onion, one-half cup heavy cream 
(whipped), salad greens. 

Method: Have cheese at room 
temperature and blend with 
mayonnaise; mix in the salt and 
pepper. Soften gelatin in liquid 
from mushrooms and stir to dis- 
solve in tomato juice over low 
heat. Add cheese mixture to bot 
tomato juice mixture and mix 
well. Chill until about the con- 
sistency of egg white. Pour into 
bowl and beat with rotary beater 
until fluffy, taking care not to 
overbeat. Mix in mushrooms, 
celery, green pepper and onion. 
Fold in whipped cream. Pour 
into shallow dish (about 10 by 
6 by 2 inches) and chill until 
firm—about two hours.

HE prime factor in the type 
of play that experts call “re- 
versing the dummy” is an 
extremely simple factor, namely, 
the mere ability to count up to 
10 or 11 or 12 tricks, according 
to the requirement of the con- 
tract. Yet, it is a surprising 
fact that many players, includ- 
ing some very fair ones, are fa- 
tally confused by hands calling 
for this dummy-reversal tech- 
nique. Here’s a case in point: 
South, dealer.

That “elsewhere” 
could only mean an extra trump 
trick. Thus, it was mandatory 
for South to try a finesse to 
dummy’s nine of clubs, for a 
vigal extra entry.

CERTAIN BIRDS besides gulls 
are classed as birds of the sea.

Gannets, or solan geese, breed 
on various islands of the North 
Atlantic, They are expert divers, 
and sometimes capture fish at 
depths of 75 feet or more.

Now and then they fol- 
low ocean vessels, and this may 
take them far from land. 


With a length of only about 
seven inches, the stormy petrel 
is an astonishing bird.

SHEARWATERS ARE related 
to stormy petrels, but are much 
larger. An adult shearwater is 
likely to measure from 18 to 20 
inches in length. 

So far as pdssible, shear- 
waters follow warm weather. 
They are fairly common in the 
North Atlantic during July, 
August and September. They 


vanish during our winter season, 


however, going to the South At- 
lantic. 

Other sea birds, known as 
sheathbills, suggest white 
pigeons. They like cool weather, 
and spend most of their time 
around the Antarctic Circle. 
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
